Item 5. AB 762 - Fish and Shellfish Health Advisory Postings

Assembly Bill 762 (AB 762, 2019) requires Local Health Officers to post fish advisories that
have been issued by the Office of Environmental Health Hazard Assessment (OEHHA) for
approximately 131 site-specific water bodies in California upon appropriation of state funds. The
Fish and Shellfish Consumption Advisories Program Grant Project is between the State Water
Board and the California Conference of Directors of Environmental Health (CCDEH) and will
provide reimbursement to Local Health Offices for eligible work undertaken. This agenda item
will include an overview of the outreach and application materials for local agencies, an update
on implementation of the Grant Project, and the status of the grant tasks.
